All America Expected 
to Be Singing During 
the Coming Week 


All America is expected to be 
singing during the week begin- 
ning Sunday, February 16, end 
ending Saturday, February 22. 
The movement is indorsed by 
United States Commissioner of 
Education Claxton; leading state. 
city and county superintendents: 
music supervisors; and leaders of 
community singing throughout 
the United States. 

The objects are ‘to awaken 
and develop a love for singing 
and to mace America a singing 
nation, and through the medium 
of songs of the right sort to in- 
spire us to higher ideals and to 
unite us as a people.” The ends 
sought are worthy ones. The 
importance of song in developing 
the spiritua! life of an individual 
or of a nation are too well Known 
to need comment here. Some 
one has well said. ‘‘Tell me what 
you read and I will tell you what 
you are.” It can likewise be said 
of a nation that the character of 
its songs indicates possession or 
lack of proper ideals. A nation 
which has as one of its national 
airs an arrogant boastful song. 
such as ‘‘Deutschland uber 
Alles,” can well be guilty of all

On the other hand, a people 
which aings a “"Marseillaise” can 
well be expected to stand in the 
path of an agressor and to defend 
individual, national and world 
honor aitho blood must be poured 
out until all the rivers of the land 
run red. 

Miss Crosno, principal of the 
Wrangeil public schools, states 
that she is making arrangements 
to enter into the celebration of 
the Week of Song to as great an 
extent as the circumstances will 
permit. The enforced vacation 
during the year has handicapped 
both teachers and pupils, and too 
much extra work cannot, there- 
fore. be undertaken. However. 
it is the opinion of Miss Crosno 
that the Week of Song should not 
detract to any considerable extent 
from the regular school work, 


while its benefits will surely com- € 


pensate for tne extra endeavor 
on the part of the teachers. 
America needs to sing now, if 
ever. She has just emerged vic- 
torious from the greatest war in 
which she was ever engaged.

The Forestry funds from the 
Federal A:d Road Act, for the 
local project, as well as the Port- 
age road ard the Scow Bay Pet- 
ersburg road, are available, but 
the territorial funds will not be 
until later. Under the Federal 
Road Act the Forestry depart- 
ment is unable to expend any of 
its funds without co-operation 
from other sources, and to comply 
with the legal terms, nothing can 
be done until after the next meet- 
ing of the territorial legislature 
when an appropriation will be 
made. 

Mr. Weigle asserted today that 
although the territorial appropri- 
ation may not be as large as had 
been anticipated, it will still com- 
ply with the law in releasing the 
Forestry appropriation, and all 
three road projects in southeast- 
rn Alaska will be put under way 
this coming summer. Between 
$20,000 and $25,000 will be spent 
on the Ward’s Cove road, Mr. 
Weigle added, and an equal 


‘amount on the Portage road.

| otficers of “Modern Attila” Gave At- 


titude of England as Excuse for 
Repeating in France Atroci- 
ties Practiced in Belgium. 

The course of the German armies 
in France was marked with the same 
brutalities that characterized the oc- 
cupation of Belgium. Ample proof 
has heen produced that the entire 
proceedings were a deliberate part 
of the caleulated system of “fright- 
fulness.”

“The Deportation of Women and 
Girls From Lille.” (New York, Doran.) 

German Proclamation at Lille. 

“The attitude of England makes the 
provisioning of the population more 
and more difficult. 

“To reduce the misery, the German 
authorities have recently asked for 


volunteers to fo and work In the | 


country. This offer has not had the 
success that was expected. 

“In consequence of this the Inhab- 
itants will be deported by order and 
removed into the country. Persons 
deported will be sent to the interior 
of the occupied territory in France, far 
behind the front, where they will be 
employed in agricultural labor, and 


not on any military work whatever. | 
By this measure they will be given | 


the opportunity of providing better 
for their subsistence, 

“In case of necessity, provisions can 
be obtained through the German de- 
pots. Every person deported will be 
allowed to tnke with him 30 kilo- 
grams of baggage (household utensils, 
clothes, etc.), which it will be well to 
make ready at once. 

“I therefore order that no one, un- 
til further orders, shall change his 
Place of residence. No one may ab- 
sent himself from his declared legal 
residence from 9 p. m. to 6 a. m. (Ger- 


man time), unless he Is in possession | 


of 2 permit in due form. 

“Inasmuch as this is an irrevocable 
measure, it is In the interest of the 
population itself to remain calm and 
obedient.

“All the inhabitants of the houses, 
with the exception of children under 
fourteen and their mothers, and also 
of old people, must prepare themselves 
for transportation in an hour and a 
half's time. 

“An officer will decide definitely 
what persons will be taken to the 
concentration camps. For this pur 
pose all the inhabitants of the house 
must assemble in front of it; in case 


of bad weather they muy remain in f

“Each person will be permitted to 
take 30 kilograms of baggage; if any- 
one's baggage exceeds that weight, It 
will all be rejected, without further 
consideration.

This address must 
contain the surname and the Christian 
name and the number of the identity 
card, 

“It is absolutely necessary that each 
person should, in his own interest, pro- 
vide himself with eating und drink- 
ing utensils, as well as with a woolen 
blanket, good shoes, and hody linen.

“The Inhabitants so warned were to 
hold themselves ready to depurt an

| ` “*Each family, drawn up outside the 
house, was examined by an officer, who 
pointed out haphazard the persons who 
| were to go. No words can express the 
barbarity of this proceeding nor de- 
| scribe the heartrending scenes which 
occurred; young men and girls took 
hasty farewell of their parents—a fare- 
well hurried by the German soldiers 
! who were executing the infamous tusk 
—rejoined tbe group of those who were 
going, and found themselves in the 


middle of the street, surrounded by | 


other soldiers with fixed bayonets.’ 


“Tears of despair on the part of | 


| parents and children so ruthlessly 
separated did not soften the hearts of 
| the brutal Germans. Sometimes, how- 
ever, a more kind-heurted officer yield- 
ed to too great despair and did net 
choose all the persons whom he should

Herded Like Cattle. 
“These girls and lads were taken 
in street curs to factories, where they 
| Were numbered and labeled like cattle 
and grouped to forin convoys, In these 


factories, they remained 12, 24 or 36 | 


hours until a traiu was rendy to rt- 
move then.’ 

*The deportation begun with the 
villages of Roney, Halluin, vte, then 
Tourcoing and Roubaix. In the towns 
the Germans preceeded by districts.’ 

“Tn all about 50.000 persons are suid 
to have been curried off up to the pres- 
ent. This monstrous operation has 
iaken eight to ten days to nccomplish.
